A sad shock both nationally and 
locally, was the announcement of the 
death of Colonel Freeman Thorpe, 
noted artist and painter of prominent 
Americans, who passed away early 
Friday morning in Brainerd 
from 
complications arising front old age. 
Colonel Thorpe was born in Gen­ 
eva, Ohio, June l i t h , 1S4 4. 
Early 
in life he displayed the artistic tem- 
perment, first beginning us a photo­ 
grapher, hut soon taking up tile use 
of oils and tile brush. 
Ile was married to Miss Orlena A. 
Eggleston on August 25th, 1865. 
To 
this union was born a family of four 
children, Clark Leonard and Mrs. W. 
W. Rowland, both deceased, 
Mrs. 
Gerry Heald, of Hubert, Minn., and 
Miss Anne Thorpe, living at home. 
There are also four grandchildren. 
Mrs. Thorpe preceded her husband 
in death til roe years ago. 
Mr. Thorpe w'as a cavalryman d u r­ 
ing the Civil War, and was closely 
connected with the G. A. R,, being a 
member of the Duluth Post. 
He w’as always deeply interested in 
politics, and for 
eight years was 
republican leader in the Ohio House 
of Representatives. 
It is interesting 
to note that 
Colonel 
Thorpe had 
charge of the campaign of James \. 
Garfield, his personal friend, in Mr. 
Garfield’s race for IT. S. Senator from 
Ohio against Alonzo Taft, father of 
former President William Howard 
Taft, who was his father’s campaign 
manager. 
Garfield won the election, 
but never took his seat iii Congress, 
on account of being put in the presi­ 
dential campaign and elected to that 
high office. 
But ii is as an artist and painter 
Hi at Colonel Thorite is best known. 
During Grant’s 
administration 
he 
was given a studio on the roof of the 
capitol 
building 
at 
Washington, 
where ho painted most of iiis cele­ 
brated portraits of America’s fore­ 
most statemen. 
From that time u n ­ 
til a very few years ago, he retained 
his Washington connections, going 
there every winter to place on canvas 
the likeness of one great man or a n ­ 
other. 
Among his hest known paintings 
are those of Abraham Lincoln, Gen­ 
eral IT. S. Grant, William McKinley 


and many others who helped lo make 
American history since the Civil war. 
Most of these portraits were made a* 
the instigation of 
Congress, 
and 
hang on tile walls of the Nation’s 
capitol. 
Several paintings were mad 
of Andrew Carnegie and other cap­ 
tains of industry, hut most of Mt 
Thorpe’s talents were centered upon 
men in the public eye from a politi 
cal standpoint. 
Colonel Thorpe had the 
uniqm 
distinction of being acquainted with 
each of tho presidents 
from tin 
time of Abraham Lincoln down to tin 
(present 
administration, 
and lins 
painted the portraits of most of these 
gentlemen. 
There are more paint­ 
ings hanging 
in the 
Government 
buildings in Washington from tile 
brush of 
Colonel Freeman Thorpe 
than from any other American art 
1st. 
Twenty-seven 
years 
ago, Mr. 
Thorpe came to Minnesota, purchas­ 
ing some fifteen hundred acres of 
(’row Wing county land at Hubert, 
where he has done much to build up 
the community, und where he has al­ 
ways maintained his homestead, im­ 
proving the property and farming 
on an intensive scale. 
It has always 
been his boast that the agricultural 
ideas of Lincoln were applicable to 
this section, mid had tin* satisfaction 
of proving them out in a number of 
instances, devoting quite a little of 
his property to experimental usages 
in this connection.

We consider that the amendm ent Is "full of dynam ite” ; it does not have us 
its effect merely making m em bers cb * live instead of appointive, but it will 
introduce the greatest am ount of perpetual disturbance and inefficiency that 
can be pictured, and lead lo endless harm to the utilities them selves and d is­ 
credit to the < tty. That would he a deplorable state of affairs. 
That being the 
case, why then Is this amendment presented? 
Why is an am endm ent necea 
B a ry ? 
To begin with, we are emphatic In our assertion that the change is not due 
to any basic necessity resulting from physteal conditions or mism anagem ent 
but Is due to .i desire on the part of a group fo self-appointed dictator* .o 
make It easier for them selves and their follow ers to become m em bers of ibis 
hoard, and then, perhaps, administer the departm ent to advance their per­ 
sonal desires rather than promote the welfare of the city at large. 
And 
here are a few reasons why we believe this to he tin e. 
Th present hoard consists of three m em bers, one appointed by the mayor 
every two years.

labor sponsored Muyor Little. 
We tim! no fault with Mayor Little. 
Mayor 
Little appointed two of the three m em bers on the board, and no better have 
ever served the city of Brainerd In any 0*14110 tty. 
Does anyone now charge 
these tw'o appointees with Incom petency? 
II theae men are Incompetent, or 
neglectful as regards the city, why does not the mayor tell his appointees that 
they are incom petent and ask them to resign.' 
We believe that every Commis­ 
sioner is of such high personal ch aracter that a request by the muyor >0 
resign and when based on any indication of incom petency or gross ii eg lect 
will be responded to quicker than it lakes to write these words.

Thut is the kind we want on our hoard; that la the kind which is 
rare; that is the kind that docs not run tor office on election day and ask 
for votes, either to represent labor or business. 
A public utility hoard is no 
place lo practice partisanship or politics. 
It should be freed from polities. 
What is It thai labor wants that is so essential to it and hus not been ob­ 
tained, and tan only get by changing from ll to 5 and from appointive to e le c ­ 
tive officials? 
We fail to see it. 
We do not want puppets to run our public 
utilities. 
We want high grade men and fearless men. 
Was not the present 
hoard the Hrst to grant the eight-hour day, and, what Is more, the regular 
schedule of pay for union men and classified labor? 
Did its predecessors ever 
give labor such as these?

amendment is adopted, 
Mr, Arnold has a record as a su ccessfu l man, con 
ducting his own business in a busin ess-like way, and capable of Judging right 
n o m wrong. 
Mr. Weldemann has a record tis a su ccessfu l m echanic, and with 
capabilities that have made him valuable in other lines of endeavor, and 
alw ays of alert mind, and insistent on a square deal for all. 
Mr. Zapffe has 
been trained practically and technically In ti wide variety of work which rtfs 
him tor eithei the m echanical or the financial aide of public utility work, 
and is a b s o l u t e l y independent and unbiased in his thoughts.

PROPOSED CHARTER AMENDMENT 


T he follow ing editorial appeared iii last week’s Journal Press, 
and so accurately reflects the view s of the Dispatch that we re­ 
produce it in full: 
Why Make the Water A Klghf Board a Political Issue 
At a special election on November 7th, the voters of Brainerd will have a 
chance to amend the charter. 
Two amendments will be presented. 
One 
amendment is designed to make a change in the manner of composing the 
_ Water & Light Board. 
We consider that the amendment is “full of dynamite’’; it does not have as 
its effect merely making members elective instead of appointive, but it wil 
introduce the greatest amount of perpetual disturbance and inefficiency that 
can be pictured, and lead to endless harm to the utilities themselves and dis 
credit to Hie city. That would be a deplorable state of affairs. That being the 
case, why then is this amendment presented? 
Wily is an am endment neces 
sary? 
To begin with, we are emphatic in our assertion that the change is not Out 
to any basic necessity resulting from physical conditions or mismanagement 
but is due to a desire on the part of a group fo self-appointed dictators to 
make it easier for themselves and their followers to become members of '.his 
board, and then, perhaps, administer the department to advance their per 
sonal desires rather than promote the welfare of the city at large. 
And 
here are a few reasons why we believe tills to be trite. 
Th present board consists of three members, one appointed by the mayor 
every two years. The term of office is six years. 
Our present hoard consists 
of Carl Zapffe, A. A. Weidemann, and A. A. Arnold. 
Mr. weidemann is the 
oldest member in point of service, having served ten years; appointed first 
by K. A. Henning, Mayor Little re-appointed him about four years ago. 
Carl 
Zapffe, appointed by former Mayor it. A. Boise, is serving his second term 
having been reappointed about two years ago by Maybr Little. 
Mr. Arnold 
has not. finished his first term; lie was appointed by former Mayor Boise to 
iii! the vacancy caused by the untimely death of It. B. Wlthington. 
Of course 
all know that labor is responsible for the petition lo change the board, anil 
labor sponsored Mayor Little. 
We find no fault with Mayor Little. 
Mayor 
Little appointed two of the three members on the board, and no better have 
ever served the city of Brainerd in any capacity. 
Does anyone now charge 
these two appointees with incompetency? 
Ii these men are incompetent, or 
neglectful as regards the city, why docs not the mayor tell his appointees Hint 
they are incompetent and ask them to resign.' We believe chat every commis­ 
sioner is of such high personal character that a request by the mayor 
resign and when based on any indication of incompetency or gross neglect 
will be responded to quicker limn it takes IO write these words. 
But the 
mayor has been in a position to watch the work of these men and we feel 
coniident that he knows of no incompetency, and, on the contrary, he must 
appreciate what a wonderful benefit their untiring efforts have been in Brain­ 
erd. 
How cull an elected board of live lie an improvement, unless lo promote* 
selfish motives? 
Is selfishness or greed to rule at the bottom of this? 
Is 
personal enmity to be gratified, ny changing our charter? 
Does it seem reasonable to suppose that Mr. Weidemann with his ion 
years of service and Mr. Zapffe with his seven years of service are doing .his 
work because of the $60 per year that they receive as pay? 
No. 
These lien 
are interested in (ids city; they are interested in their work; they, we are 
inclined to say, love their work. 
These men undertook a big task six years 
ago, and they are not the men likely to quit their task until their work 
done. 
That is the kind we want on our board; that is the kind which is 
rare; that is tile kind that does not run for office on election day and ask 
for votes, either to represent labor or business. 
A public utility board is no 
place to practice partisanship or politics. 
It should be freed from politics. 
What is it that labor wants that is so essential to it and has not been ob­ 
tained, and can only get by changing from ii to 5 and from appointive to elec­ 
tive officials? 
We fail to see it. 
We do not want puppets to run our public 
utilities. 
We want high-grade men and fearless men. 
Was not the present 
board the lirst to grant the eight-hour day, and, what is more, the regular 
schedule of pay foi union men and classified labor? 
Did its predecessors ever 
give labor such as these? Not one bit. 
And the present board did not toady 
lo labor either. 
It did what it believed was just. 
Is the working force m ak­ 
ing any serious complaint; no, not ii left alone, but agitators nave tried to 
create strife. 
These members have conducted all their meetings publicly, 
their records are well kept and open to the closest serutinization; has ail in­ 
vestigation been made; what has been discovered; where and what is ilie 
complaint. 
W know that the board members have many just complaints 
against numerous citizens because ot their unmanly and often niggardly 
conduct, and sometimes dishonest, 
too. 
Naturally, when tho board .ukes 
a firm stand against such practices 
and such people, it, creates personal en­ 
mity. 
Perhaps the board members may have more to complain about 
if 
they wanted to, than the petitioners of the amendment. 
To talk about electing 5 men as being more democratic is all bunk. 
We 
would sooner cast our lot with three good men than five "democratic" men 
not so good. 
None can convince us 
.hat a man must he elected 
to be demo­ 
cratic, ii democracy really is the Issue. 
We predict that the present m em­ 
bers, either individually or in the aggregate, present a higher level of accom­ 
plishments and training than any five men that will ever run for office it the 
amendment is adopted. 
Mr. Arnold has a record as a Successful man, con­ 
ducting his own business in a business-like way, aud capable of judging right 
from wrong. Mr. Weidemann has a record as a successful mechanic, and with 
capabilities that have made him valuable iii other lines of endeavor, and 
always of alert mind, and insistent on a square deal for all. 
Mr. Zapffe has 
been trained practically and technically iii a wide variety of work which lits 
him for either tile mechanical or the financial side of public utility work, 
and is absolutely independent and unbiased in his thoughts. 
These men 
stand high as a group. 
They have pulled Brainerd out of a hole, a mud-hole, 
a discase hole; they have worked up the whole of the present water-works 
system, which is a wonderful achievement, and in times of war when manj 
things went wrong in their department Oley stink to their posts. 
No group of Water and Light commissioners has ever stayed by its job 
as has this group. 
Examine the record, to-wit: 


house. 
We hear, that the Tenth Ward has been receiving too many wire ex­ 
tensions and the commissioner of the Eighth Ward has just been advised by 
the Improvement Association that if he does not get something for the Eighth 
Ward, he will not he re-elected, whereupon said commissioner gets sore abd 
does not attend meetings. 
And so on. 
It is ridiculous. 
Study the wasted 
energy in our city council meetings if you want to see an exhibition of what 
elective bodies exhibit. 
Elective bodies mean politics and politics always 
means unnecessary expenses. 
Really, readers, not for the life of us can we see where politics should 
have any place in public utility boards; nor that the present members have 
made any more mistakes than any other three would make, but that they have 
done an enormous amount of work and for $50 per year have delivered ex­ 
pert service worth thousands of dollars. 
Such a board can not be duplicated, 
instead of making the Water Ar. Light Board a target of criticism we should 
shower it with praise and encouragement. 
Oh. yes, you will say this amendment is not personal 
But it is per­ 
sonal, and can not be anything fd.se Lilt personal. 
Show us your five men 
and we will put our three present men against any five you can produce. 
If 
you are not criticizing the record and performances of the present three men, 
wily Hie amomum ut.

We do not hesitate to state that the guiding hand in the conduct of ibis 
board has been its president. He is fitted for leadership. 
Mistakes all make, 
but we have not found serious mistakes. 
He lias had the courage and energy 
to put things through and fearlessly face his opponents. 
We have no com­ 
plaint to make about having been compelled to accept for Brainerd a most 
modern, efficient, and commendable water system now being visited aud copied 
by many other small cities.

necessary provisions for carrying out 
the provisions of this section .” 
T h * PURPO SE of said amendment I* 
to direct th * legislature of the state of 
Minnesota to Impose and to keep In effect 
an occupation tax upon those engaged In 
the business of mining or producing Iron 
ore or other ores In this state, In addition 
to other taxes Imposed by law . at a rate, 
based upon the valuation of the ore pro- 
ducsd, to be determined by the legislature 
and to provide for the proportionate dis­ 
tribution of such taxes to the genersl 
revenue fund, th * permanent school fund, 
and the permanent university fund.
